It is not always pleasant and agreeable 


:o bo iu an official position. An offic- 
ial, especially one holding a position io 
a oity government like our own, is com- 
pelled to meet people in all circumstances 
and positsons in life; answer all manner 
of questions and at all times he is sup- 
posed to wear a smile on his face—eyen 
it anathemas swell his heart and throat 
to suffocation—that he may continue in 
the confidence ot his constituents. Often 
times little incidents occur in tho life of 
an offiog holder that aro. quite amusing; 
sometimes they are the cause of consid- 
erable vexation; frequently cause bitter 
feelings to exist between the.citizen and 
the holder of municipal honors and 
emoluments. 
Of the municipal officers 


of our city, none, perhaps, have more di- 
rect business with the masses of the peo- 
ple than the city treasurer, and none 
stand in greater fear of being forever 
consigned to political oblivion than he. 
The treasurer is held by many, to be re. 
sponsiblo for all the 
Bhortorminga of 


the legislative branch ot tho city govern- 
ment, with tbe assessors thrown in; he 
frequently is compelled to stand behind 
his daak during the tax-collecting time 
and receive the abuto of indignant and 
over-taxed people, as it he were respon- 
Bible for all tbo appropriations made by 
the common council, and the over, 
assessment of property by the assessors. 
While we aokuowledga that oiir good- 
natured democratic treasurer is a good 
man,—one whose organization of mind 
and body is well balanced'and fitted to 
bo thrown in contact with such circum- 
stances,—wo sometimes smile to hear an 
indignant tax payer "go for him" for the 
oxuorbitunt taxes thrust upon the people 
by a democratic treasurer, aad at the 
same time console 
ourselves 
that 


while a republican is elected to stay out, 
wo know of no better man to stay in than 
the present incumbent. A little incident 
occurred in tho treasurer's office' the 
other day tbat is worthy of note, 
as it illustrates the general feeling 
of tho chronic grumbler when called up- 
on to settle tho taxes. A well-to-do citi- 
zen had received a note from tho treas- 
urer that he had some personal property 
upon which there was au uncolleoted tax 
o£ some thirty dollars, and requested him 
to call and settle. Ho did not call, and 
when tho usual time bad elapsed the 
treasurar callol around and took posses- 
sion ot the family carriage as security for 
the tax. This brought tho citizen to timei 
and ho forthwith confronted the treasur- 


.is office with: 


'What kind of a city is this, anyway? 


Do they want nil the property a man has 
got?" 


"Ob, no. sir," answered the treasurer, 


'•the oity only wants her just dues." 


"Well, how is it that I have 830 to pay 


as a tax on my family carriage?"

after tho assessors called, and did not sup- 
pose I had to pay taxes on that." 


"According to lha law I am obliged to 


look to you for tbo tax, as it was then 
in your name," said tbo treasurer. 


"Well, that is a good way to do business. 


I wish the blasted town wasin purgatory 
It's tho darndest town I was e-ver in," ho 
murmured. 


"Well," said tho treasurer,1;"! have been 


bore a long time, and »m happy to say 
that I am wall pleased with tho -city and 
its people.
